This project is part of the 2006 Bond Street Reconstruction Program. Project locations include the Congress Avenue Alley 
between 9th Street and 10th Street, the 6th Street Alley between Red River Street and Sabine Street, and Sabine Street 
between 6th Street and 7th Street. The work in this contract includes the removal and reconstruction of 1,320 square yards 
of concrete pavement, incidental repairs to existing sidewalk and pedestrian ramps, installation of approximately 50 lineal 
feet of 15-inch wastewater line and 2 associated manholes, and approximately 700 square yards of asphalt milling and 
overlay. Work is estimated to begin in January 2012 with an estimated completion date of June 2012.  

Due to the potential for unknown subsurface conditions and utility conflicts when working in the right of way, a 5% 
contingency in funding has been included to allow for the expeditious processing of any change orders.  

 
The contract allows 175 Calendar days for completion of this project. This project is located within zip code 78701 and is 
managed by the Public Works Department.
